Motive* Which Impelled the Egyp. 


tians to Preserve tho Dead. 


To Appreciate the motives which im- 


pelled the ancient Egyptians to invent 
the art of embalming it is necessary 
to throw our minds back nearly sixty 
;entui'ies. 
Then Egyptians were in 


the babit of burying their dead in 
shallow holes scraped In the soil im- 
mediately beyond the limits of the 
nth-row striji of cultivated land, 
-is 


the result of placing the' body in hot 
dry sand it freiiuently happened that, 
instead of undergoing a process of 
decay, it became desiccated and jirt- 
served in an incorruptible fovm 
an Indei,.."-- time. The burial of valu- 
able and usci'nl objects with the dead 
naturally led to grave robbing, which 
was already common iu the earliest 
known prehistoric times In Egypt.' 
This plundering of graves must have 
taught the people ut large that the 
forces of nature were often sufficient 
to preserve a elend body. In this way 
it became n part of the religion of the 
Egyptians to regard the preservation 
of the body as the condition of the 
attainment of immortality.- 


The early Egyptians learned that the 


body when placed iu a coffin or buried 
in a rock tomb usually underwent de- 
composition. It was a widespread be- 
lief that the stone "ate the flesh"— 
hence the word "sarcophagus." Aril- 
flclnl mummification, therefore, had its 
origin in an attempt to deprive the 
grave of Its victory.—British Medical 
Journal.

Dismal Outlook For Pernra= 


neat Tariff Commission 


LONGWORTB BILL SHELVED 


It Represented Opinion of Chief Ex- 


ecutlve and Had Promised Support 


of -Innurgents—Senate Anxious to 


Give Assistance 
and 
Has 
Votes 


Enough to Pass Commission* Bill If 


Vote Can Be Reached on Question 


Washington,, Jan. 
21.—President 


Taft is determined to have thit tariff 
commission. 
This Is now pretty well 


understood by the Republicans In both 
senate and house. The attitude of the 
old standpat leaders toward this legis- 
lation is such that the president, is now 
con'sultlng the so-called insurgent Re- 
publicans freely about it. 


The original plan with respect to 


commission bills has beem upset by 
the action of the Republican members 
of the committee on ways and means of 
the house .in rejecting the Longworth 
bill., the administration measure, and 
approving the bill Introduced by Rep- 
re:ehtatlve Dalzell. 
The Longworth 


bill not only had the approval of the 
president, but it was Indorsed by the 
Natonal Taitff 
Commission associa- 


tion and the insurgent 
Republicans 


had agreed to support It. 


The Dalzell bill would create a com- 


ailsslon 
of 
only . three 
members, 


whereas the Longworth bllj proposed 
lo make up a.commission of five. Un- 
der the Longwortli bill, It would have 
been possible for a commission to get 
Information. 
The Dalzell bill fails 


,to make provision under which the 
board could obtain records, or compel 
the attendance of witnesses. 


The president today Is looking to- 


ward the senate for assistance. One 
suggestion mode is that since It is 
plain that t)ie house leaders are not 
sincerely for a commission, It might 
be well for the senate to pass a real 
tariff commission bill in advance of 
action by the house. 


Senator Beveridge, who Introduced 


the first tariff bill presented to the 
senate, was sent for by the president, 
and the situation with respect to the 
legislation was discussed at 
some 


length. The insurgent Republicans In 
the senate are not only willing, hut 
anxious to give the president all the 
assistance possible. They stand ready 
to make a fight any day for the Long - 
worth bill, introduced in the senate by 
Senator Lodge. A canvass of the sen- 
ate Indicates that the administration 
has votes enough to pass a commission 
hill If a vote can be reached. 


Senator Bailey, 
representing thn 


Democrats, still insists that the legis- 
lation shall not be put through, and 
Senator Heyburn, representing a small 
company of Republicans, declares that 
lie will prevent a vote if possible. The 
situation has veered round to whera 
the dependable support of the presi- 
dent Is the 
insurgent Republicans. 


They are for every item In his legis- 
lative program except ship subsidy. 


The president has made no effort to 


conceal ,his displeasure at. the manner 
in which the house ways and means 
committee has sidetracked 
the 
bill 


drawn by Longworth. 
Owing to the 


limitation on the authority of the tar- 
iff board and the fact that it can be 
abolished any time congress sees fit 
to withhold an appropriation, Presi- 
dent Taft and the friends of the tariff 
commission are opposed to the Dalzell 
bill. 


Representative Tawney, the chair- 


man of the house appropriation com- 
mittee, talked with the 
president 


about the 
situation. 
He told 
the 


president there would be no difficulty 
.In obtaining the 
appropriation of 


5400,000 necessary to continue the 
present tariff board for 
two 
years 


more. 


On the whole, the president is dis- 


couraged about the outlook for a per- 
manent tariff commission, but it Is ap- 
parent that he had changed, his tactics 
and that he will Insist on having his 
way and make his wishes known to the 
house and senate leaders In no un- 
certain terms.

Meeting Under Eye of Grand Jury 


Washington, Jan. 
21.—"In some 


fourteen instances states have gone 
without full representation in thn sen- 
ate because of deadlocks in the legis- 
latures." Senator Borah of Idaho in- 
formed the senate, In supporting the 
resolution providing for the popular 
election of United States senators. 


"In 
other 
Instances^" se said, 


"bribery and corruption and scandal 
have attached to the sessions. 
It is 


not alone that direct and open brib- 
ery sometimes prevail; but that which 
Is equa-lly as bad more often prevails 
—bills and measures are traded up or 
killed; the public, interest Is 'sacri- 
ficed or actually bartered away; pat- 
ronage and office enter In the deal 
and the whole affair becomes a dis- 
grace and is of Itself sufficient con- 
demnation of the present system." 


The senator specifically 
cited the 


contests in Pennsylvania In 1890; in 
Maryland in 1904, and in Missouri in 
1905. 
"Prior to 1872," he declared, 


"we had.b.nt one,case..ofv^lleged elec- 
tion bribery connected with a seat 
upon this floor. Since that time we 
have liad ten, to say nothing of 
n 


number of investigations before state 
legislatures which never reached this 
body." 


Senator Borah referred to the pres- 


ent senatorial investigation, the casu 
of Senator Lorimer of Illinois, as an 
illustration of "the vices of the system 
under which we now elect senators. 


"If there Is any state where the 


present system might be fairly test- 
ed," he said, "it ought to he in Illi- 
nois. No commonwealth is better fit- 
ted In tradition, in pride of history, 
in the intelligence and manhood of her 
people to meet 
and 
discharge 
the 


duties which properly pertain to the 
state. 
Yet her prominence now and 


during the lost year Is not due to her 
industrial prowess, but to that scandal 
and shame which has been fastened 
upon her by reason of a senatorial 
election." 


Recalling the story of the deadlock 


preceding Lorimer's election, Borah 
said: "Men bartered their honor like 
the courtesan of Babylon, and at last 
performed the task amid charges and 
countercharges,' criminations and .re- 
criminations between legislative mem- 
bers, reminding one of the days when 
the prong of Catnline was the sceptre 
of power at Home. 


"And 
now we are solemnly told by 


a committee of this body that so 
shameless and demoralized, criminal 
and degraded were many of the mem- 
bers of that legislature that they can- 
not be believed under oath. 
At the 


present time the legislature of that 
great state by reason of that election 
Is meeting under the eye and surveil- 
lance of a grand jury. 


"No wonder that one of the old and 


honored members of this body, a vet- 
eran in unselfish devotion to his coun- 
try, said, with reference to that elec- 
tion 'I have begun to despair of thc- 
republlc.'" 


Senator Borah concluded with an ap- 


peal for a ]>opular vote and to "the 
open forum, upon which beats 
the 


tierce light of public opinion." 


Supplementing Borah's speech, Sen- 


ator Clapp said that by miking the 
senatorial question an Issue in legis- 
lative elections the people of the coun- 
try already had taken into their hands 
the election of senators to as great an 
extent as the constitution would per- 
mit them. This course he accepted as 
an Indication of the popular will and 
he predicted that if the opportunity 
should ever be given them they would 
manifest this interest in an unmis- 
takable way.
